MANILA, Dec. 23 — Japan’s violent land offensive 
against fortified Manila was brought to a dead stop on the 
Ugl shores of Lingayen Bay today a* tbe-United States 
Army air force opened an^offensive against weakly held 
Nipponese ground positions in southern Luzon. 
There was desperately heavy fighting in the area north* 
west of Manila where thousands of Japanese were landed 
from troop transports yesterday. 
But there was no material change in positions, clearly in* 
dicating that American and Filipino troops engaged 
against the enemy were holding their ground and that any 
hopes for a “mile a minute” Japanese drive to Manila had 
been killed off at tile outset. 
The defenders of the Philippines maintained their posi* 
tions despite extreme Japanese aerial activity. 
A communique from the headquarters of General 
Douglas MacArthur, commander-in-chief of United States 
armed forces in the Far East, disclosed that tile Japanese 
advance had been halted in the course of “very heavy 
fighting.” 
At the same time, well-informed sources in Manila said 
that the Japanese landing party was estimated at between 
40.000 and 50,000 men, instead of the 80,000 to 100,000 
announced by Washington yesterday.

handle this increase. 200,000 extra em­ 
ployes were hired. 
Walker and his aides anticipate that 
Christmas postal revenue will come to well 
over $100,000,000 as compared to last 
year’s 
record high of $95,704,500. 
Because of the tremendous volume of 
mail, postal officials urgently advise that 
last-minute Christmas cards and parcels be 
sent special delivery and airmail. 
Special 
delivery letters, gift parcels and perishable 
matter (so marked) will be delivered on 
Christmas Day, but there will be no regu­ 
lar mail delivers'.
